About one out of every four adults will suffer from 
some level of high blood pressure during their lives but 
the ailment isn’t just for the elderly — it hits children, 
too. 

‘When we hear of high blood pressure, we more 
commonly associate it with adults, rather than 
children,” county Health Education Specialist Connie 
Glang-Yetter said. 

There's a growing consensus among doctors that 
hypertension (high blood pressure) may have its roots in 
childhood, she said. 

More attention is now being focused on hypertension in 
children and teen-agers than ever before, she said. 

Because of that, the county's nine health clinics — 
including the one in Ontario — will be concentrating on 
blood pressure in youth during the months of May and 
June. 

Glang-Y etter said health officials are hoping to screen 
as many as 3.000 children, along with many of their 
parents.

The clinics are open on the first and third Tuesday of 
each month and on the fourth Monday and Wednesday of 
each month. 

In addition, two special times — May 26 and June 23 
from 2-4 p.m. — have been set up exclusively for testing 
of teen-agers, she said. 

Fees for the services are on a sliding scale set by 
income. The services are free to Medi-Cal patients, she 
said 

The Ontario clinic is located in the county building in 
the Ontario Civic Center, 313 E. B St. 

“We've combined this with our regular scheduied child 
health clinics,’ Glang-Yetter said. ‘‘Those children 
regularly coming through will be screened for high blood 
pressure. In some clinics, their families can also be 
screened.”

Upland students try their hands 
at running the city’s government

The mayor looked uncertainly to his city council 
members. 

Planning Director Bill Hallman had just finished a 
lengthy report regarding an annexation to the city, and 
was waiting for the council’s reaction. 

Finally Mayor Matt Havens spoke up. 

“What was it you just said?” 

His confusion was shared by many of the other 23 
Upland High School seniors in the city’s council 
chambers, who stepped into the roles of city staff Thurs- 
day for Students Run the City Day. 

Students spent the morning with their counterparts, in 
posts ranging from grants administrator to city at- 
torney. They were briefed on each job, and on issues that 
would be discussed during the mock City Council 
meeting later in the day. 


Hallman. nattily dressed in a three-piece suit, learned 
why city staff usually sit in the front row of the council 
chambers during meetings as he was repeatedly called 


‘- to the podium to answer questions. He fielded (most) of 


them handily, with a little prompting from the real plan- 
ning director, Bill Young. 


The students dealt with legitimate issues the City 
Council has under consideration. Sue Goggin, govern- 
ment teacher and organizer of the program said this 
year’s group was particularly aggressive — and creative 
when dealing with problems. 


Council members did insist on moving for approval of 
each minor discussion, and had a little difficulty in 
handling the switches that record votes on an electronic 
board, but generally juggled the sometimes formal 
language and foreign ideas with a workable degree of 
familiarity. 

Upland’s (real) Police Chief Coy Estes stepped in 
while his counterpart was trying to convince a reluctant 
council to revoke an alarm permit at a mythical com- 
pany following a series of false alarms. 


Estes improvised the part of the store owner, and in- 
sisted he had taken steps to get the system corrected. 


Siegal got tough. ‘‘I don’t know if you'd want to be the 
one with a robber in your house, trying to get help, while 
police units are tied up checking out another false alarm 
at this place,”’ he told the council. 


It worked, and the council unanimously agreed to 


revoke the permit. 
It may have only been a one-day lesson, but according 

to some of the ‘real city staff, the students picked up a 

feeling for thé real thing. 
‘’But’”” said one staff member shaking her head with a 








smile. ‘‘I don’t know if they ll ever want to work tor a 
city now.”

Upland has gone through a lot of 
changes since its early years, as 
evidenced by these two photos. The 
turn-of-the-century picture above 
was taken from A Street looking 
north on Second Avenue.

among children as it is in. adults, Glant-Yetter said. 

She said about 1 out of 100 children will suffer from 
high blood pressure by the age of 19. Blacks, she said, run 
a higher risk, about 11 out of 100. 

A child with high blood pressure runs a higher risk of 
adult hypertension than other children, according to the 
health educator. 

Left unchecked, it can often lead to other ailments. 

Doctors are at a loss to explain the exact causes of high 
blood pressure in 90 percent of the adult cases but 90 
percent of the youth cases can be traced to other 
disorders, Glang-Yetter said. She said kidney disorders 
or blockage in a major artery often trigger high blood 
pressure in children. 

Many people don’t take high blood preSsure as 
seriously as other diseases, she said. ‘“‘They may not 
think it's serious but it can set the stage for other, more 
serious health problems.’’ Those problems can include

heart disease and strokes. 

A child’s high blood pressure can often be cured but 
there is usually no cure for an adult. At best, the disease 
can be controlled, Glang-Yetter said. 

‘There are many myths with hypertension. One is that 
if you appear calm on the outside, you may not have high 
blood pressure,”’ she said. 

Nervous and tense people aren’t the only ones with 
high blood pressure. Calm people who look and feel great 
may have it, she said. 

“Another (myth) is treatment. They think once 
they've taken medication and begin to feel fine, they can 
stop.’’ she said. 

The health educator said adults can rarely be cured so 
if they stop their medication they are flirting with a 
return of hypertension. 

Often, she said, persons should have their blood 
pressure checked three times, on separate days, before 
they can be sure of high blood pressure. 

A really rough day can raise anybody's blood pressure 
temporarily but a constantly high reading can mean 
trouble, she said 


Fischbeck, Worthington 


to be in Upland

It's being billed as the most lavish extravaganza in 
Upland’s 75 years, and everyone but everyone is coming 
— from Dr. George Fischbeck to car salesman Cal 
Worthington and his dog, Spot. 

The gala Diamond Jubilee Parade set for Saturday will 
have at least 150 entries including 17 bands, 10 
professionally made floats and 16 equestrian units. 

“It’s going to be like nothing Upland has ever seen 
before,”’ said parade Chairman Ron Marshall, ‘‘even 
more spectacular than the Pioneer Pilgrimage Parade 
two years ago.”’ 

Marshall should know — he also organized the 1979 
parade honoring the 50th anniversary of the Madonna of 
the Trail statue 

While the Diamond Jubilee parade won't be substan- 
tially larger in terms of number of entries, Marshall said 
a lot of time and effort has gone into the selection, and in 
some cases, the recruitment of entries that committee 
members think will provide the most entertainment 

“We started trying to plan the whole thing back in Oc- 
tober. The first step is scouting — just like for a football 
team. We went to parades all over Southern California, 
from Southgate and Azusa to Huntington Beach and 
Hollywood.” 

Marshall didn’t attend the parades just to enjoy the 
music and colorful festivities. He carefully studied the 
line ups — both order and type of entries — and gradually 
put together the basic organization of the Upland parade. 

He also contacted groups he thought would add to the 
overall effect. Here, he ran into a snag 

Apparently May 16, the day of the Diamond Jubilee 
Parade, is a popular date for parades in the Southland. 
He discovered at least five others scheduled for the same 
date, creating stiff competition for units, especially 
bands. 

In an effort to encourage the best bands to march in the 
Upland parade, Marshall approached the city’s Diamond 
Jubilee committee with a proposal — which they willing- 
ly accepted. 

Now the 17 bands (more than three times the number 
in the Madonna parade) will be competing for the added 
initiative of $1,000 in cash prizes. In addition to nearly a 
dozen high school and junior high bands, his offer helped 
attract such prestigious groups as the Reseda and Los 
Angeles City Youth Band; the Royal Cavaliers and the 
Gleann Mor Pipes and Drums from Woodland Hills. 

“I'm pleased,’ admitted Marshall, taking a brief

break in the whirlwind of activities leading up to the big 
day. ‘‘We have a much better balance of entries for this 
parade — more bands and professional floats to even out 
with the equestrian units.” 

Marshall is particularly proud of the professional 


tet Ficse are really spectacular — people are going to 
have to see them to fully appreciate the magnitude of 
these floats,’ he said. ‘‘They’re the sort of thing you see 
in the Rose Bowl Parade — minus the flowers.” 

One of the floats was actually picked while committee 
members watched the famous parade on television last 
New Year's Day. 

It seemed tailor-made for the Upland celebration — 
the 50-foot-long float was covered with a dazzling array 
of diamonds, perfect for ‘‘the Diamond Jubilee.’ 

Marshall tracked down the firm which made the float, 
and arranged to have it entered in the Upland parade. 
Although it will be lacking the thousands of blossoms 
that covered the structure in the Rose Parade, the 
famous float will be among the showy professional con- 
tributions to the Diamond Jubilee. It is being sponsored 
by three local developers, C/L Builders, Lewis Homes of 
California and Matreyek Homes, Inc. 

Parade-goers will not only be dazzled by diamonds, but 
may do some star gazing as well. Grand Marshal of the 
festivities will be Dr. George Fischbeck, the irrepressi- 
ble meteorologist on KABC-TV Eyewitness News. 

Dr. George is known for his off-beat style of delivering 
the weather forecast and any other message that may in- 
spire him. Some of that humor is echoed in his list of 
credentials — Fischbeck has been named an honorary 
Den Mother, held the New Mexico Liar’s Championship 
for the Wildlife Conservation Assoc. for three years, 
retiring the trophy; and he claims a degree in Veterinary 


. Chiropractic (non-vertebrate). 


Fischbeck has a serious side as well, having earned 
respect as both a legitimate meteorologist and a teacher. 

Dr. George will be joined by Upland’s own Nedra Volz 
as resident grand marshal. : 

Volz, who entered into her acting career just a few 
years ago, already has an impressive string ot credits to 
her name, including the hit movie ‘10’ and as the 
housekeeper on the television show ‘‘Diff’rent Strokes.” 

Bill Welsh, ‘‘the voice of the Rose Parade” for 31 
years, will announce the Diamond Jubilee Parade. Welsh 
is taking time out from his busy schedule which includes 
his post as producer and director of sports and special 
events for KTTV, vice president of an investment bank- 
ing firm and a variety of volunteer duties.

Parents learn to deal with teen-agers 


By JIM MARXEN 
Staff Writer 

Lasting problems that emerge out 
of adolescence can be avoided 
provided parents know when and 
how to intervene in their children’s 
affairs. 

In a talk spiced with humor, Dr. 
Ernest Smith, a pediatrician at 
Martin Luther King Hospital, 
discussed a topic that has 
increasingly become a concern 
among educators. 

With teen-age crime — especially 
violent crime — at an all-time high, 
the West End Master Plan Special 
Education Services Region 
organized the first of two workshops 
designed to help parents deal with 
youth problems. The second will be

Smith tied the moodiness that 
afflicts adolescents to hormone 
levels that fluctuate daily. The 
fluctuations can last for several 
years. 

‘Adolescents and teen-agers 
aren’t the same,” he said. ‘‘An 
adolescent can be anywhere from 
eight to 80 years old. 

‘There are many adolescents 
running the country.” 

During the period of adolescence, 
the person is vulnerable to outside 
influences. Facing a vicious world, 
he said, the unguided adolescent can 
be destroyed. 

Preventing destruction, Smith 
said, is in part based on training the 
youth receives at an early age. 


‘‘The childhood years are the most 
vital years. You can mold without 
impedance from the kid. 

“But when they get to be 13 they 
tell you, ‘you roll over, I’ll roll 
over’. They have to know why. It has 
to make sense. 

“Tf you like something, they don’t 
like it and whatever you taught 
them (when they were children) 
then that is all they have to work 
with.” 

Smith said the adolescent will 
turn all those teachings inside out, 
rebel against them and eventually 
accept them again once adulthood 
sets in. 

“Then they pick up everything you 
taught them and at 30 they act like 
they invented it.” 


One common mistake made by 
parents is to compare their male 
children with their female children. 
They cannot be compared, he said, 
because their minds move in 
different directions at the time. 

A parent must also be aware of his 
child's temperament before in order 
to know how to approach problems. 

Adolescents divide themselves 
into two persons, Smith told the 
small group of parents. One 
temperament is nice, the other 
rebellious. 

“A teen-ager is not capable of the 
same thought process every day,” 
he said. ‘‘You have to know which 
one you're talking to. Give them the 
news you really want them to get on 
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He attributed violence among 
adolescents to lack of socialization 
skills. Smith said adolescents who 
are unable to socialize with their 
peers are the ones who might pick 
up a gun to demonstrate their 
superiority. 

Use of guns, he noted is becoming 
more common among those of 
junior high age because it is easier 
for those youths to use them than to 
enter into a competititive social 
scene. 

Teen-age pregnancies are another 
result of failed socialization. 

“It’s easier to go to bed (with 
someone of the opposite sex) than to 
talk,”’ he said. 

Parents should also have a role in 
selecting which peer group their 
child joins. 

‘Every child needs a peer group,” 
Smith said. ‘‘If you don’t like the 
neighbors, find your child another 
peer group.” 


He urged parents to find out about 
their child’s friends and what 
activites the peer group becomes 
involved with. 

Lifting up the telephone and 
listening in on a conversation 
between the child and a friend 
should not be beyond the parerif, hé 
added. 

‘‘More children have Kben 
destroyed by parents giving ther 
their emancipation too early;’’~he 
said. 


As for phone tapping he added, 
“Don’t feel guilty, you've got to do, 
it. It’s duty.”’ 


Moving in to stop negative 
behavior has got to be done 
carefully, Smith said. 

He advised parents to “guide from 
a distance’. 

“The dirt thing out in the street'is 
just waiting for them,” he .said: 
‘Don’t push them into the street,”

69 Claremont School District 
workers to get lay-off notices

Sixty-nine non-teaching workers in the Claremont 
school district are due to be layed off by July 1 — the vic- 
tims of budget reductions for 1981-82 

The school board adopted a resolution Monday night 
calling for cutbacks in the district's classified personnel 
staff amounting to an estimated savings of $310,000. Su- 
perintendent Richard Kirkendall said a large part of the 
savings would be realized through attrition 


Mulching can help 
get rid of weeds 


Mulching is a bit of sorcery that the gardener can 
employ to reduce or eliminate weeds, improve the soil, 
keep the ground moist and cool (a must during hot 
summer days) and prevent erosion, says the California 
Association of Nurserymen 

How does mulch work all these wonders? Well, for one 
a mulch will deprive those pesky weeds of sunlight which 
they need in order to grow. Every now and then there 
will be a weed that will peek its head through the mulch 
but it is easily plucked thus reducing the horrendous 
chore of weeding to a minimum. Another chore that is 
reduced is watering as a mulch will slow down the 
evaporation of moisture from the soil. It is especially 
beneficial to shallow rooted plants such as camellias and 
rhododendrons and to tender roots of new plantings 

A mulch consisting of organic matter will decompose 
adding nutrients to the soil and improving its structure 
But there are numerous kinds of products to use for mul- 
ches depending cn what you want. Gravel and stones can 
be used as a decorative mulch as well as ground bark 
which is inexpensive, attractive and long lasting 

Straw is another mulch that is long lasting and can 
reduce moisture evaporation up to as mueh as 70 per- 
cent. Redwood sawdust is easy to handle, also. They both 
can deplete the soil of nitrogen but this is easily 
remedied by adding nitrogen fertilizer that can be 
purchased at your local nursery. 

An unattractive mulch is black polyethlene film but it 
is very effective where esthetics are not a consideration 
It keeps the soil temperatures even, eliminates weeds 
entirely and many people are finding it a great boon for 
the vegetable garden where it reduces the work load con- 
siderably. Punch holes for water penetration. 


The type of mulch you use is a matter ot preference 
Some gardeners will use grass Clippings or pine needles 
Others prefer peat moss or sludge materials and 
derivatives which provide excellent mulch and some fer- 
tilization.

In recent months the board has zeroed in on $685,000 
worth of program reductions it hopes to make before a fi- 
nal spending plan is adopted 

At Monday's session, the resolution cutting personnel 
was adopted on a 4-1 vote. Trustee William Allen cast the 
dissenting vote. Allen, who recently won an uncontested 
election for a board seat, said he would have preferred to 
have more detailed budget data available before making 
a decision on the cutbacks 

The proposed personnel reductions will affect only 69 
district workers, according to a board memorandum 
from Kirkendall. Of the 14 job descriptions listed in the 
resolution, 13 were included in an earlier package of pro- 
jected cutbacks to save money next year, Alex Hughes, 
director of personnel services, explained 

The largest money-saving category is among custodi- 
ans and groundskeepers. Five custodian and three 
groundskeeper positions will be eliminated by the budget 
cuts. Such a move will save an estimated $112,000, ac- 
cording to the memorandum 

In addition, 28 noon duty aides and 15 instructional 
aides are expected to lose their jobs for a combined sav- 
ings of about $53,000. Seven food service workers also 
will be let go for a savings of about $20,000.

lines if emergencies arise. 

For years, wards have been allowed to work at conser- 
vation camps. More than half of them would drop out af- 
ter only a few weeks, however, and request transfers 
back to YTS facilities. 

They weren’t prepared to work in the camps. 

Now, every ward who goes through the YTS program 
is interviewed, screened, counseled and trained, says 
Dan Rios, fire crew supervisor. ; 

“They all know exactly what they’re getting into,” 
Rios says firmly. ‘‘That’s what’s going to make this new 
program successful.”’ 

Few wards actually will become firefighters after 
they're released, says Roy Simms, a YTS treatment su- 
pervisor. But Simms and other YTS officials agree that’s 
not what the program is for 

‘‘A lot of them may not ever go into firefighting, but if 
they just get used to working day in and day out, it’s 
bound to help them when they get out”’ of the YTS facili- 


ty, Simms says. 

‘‘We’re breaking them out of the habit of idleness and 
crime and teaching them instead to work hard and help 
people,’’ Rios adds. 

The wards in the program are more physically fit and 
mentally prepared than fellow wards, Rios says. ‘‘They 
do change in the program. They grow — mature physi- 
cally and mentally.”’ 

The work is hard, says Mike Ford, an instructor in the 
program. ‘‘But when they know they can deal with it, it’s 
good for them.” 

‘We're taking them down an avenue-they didn’t even 
know they were capable of traveling,’’ Rios adds, looking 
out at the new’ graduates. 

They're learning teamwork, helping the public and 
seeing the benefits of their labor, he says. ‘‘That has to 
build pride in them.”’ 

The wards themselves agree with that analysis. 

“Tf anything, I benefited from it in terms of physical 
fitness,’ says Fred Jean-Jaques, 20, holding his freshly 
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low ward. “They sure can’t say we're not doing nothing 
now,”’ he adds. 

Another ward agrees. ‘‘A lot of the guys, you know, 
feel what they took from society they want to give back,’ 
says Dino Malaban, 18. ‘‘They want to rebuild what they 


tore down. 
But the wards look at their futures realistically. 
“I don't get my hopes up too high,” Fred says. ‘‘My 
feeling is just that I’ve done something ... goad. I’ve 
proved to myself I can do it.’

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Age doesn't keep 
Chinoan from job

Staff Writer 

Jesner Sholander drives his pick- 
up every morning at 8, except Sun- 
days, to the 15-acre Chino Junior 
Fairgrounds. 

It's a routine he’s kept for 30 
years. And as the years wear on, the 
tools seem a bit heavier, the work 
takes a little longer, and his walk 
has turned into a slow shuffle. But 
Sholander, who will be 91 on May 16, 
has no intention of quitting his job as 
groundskeeper 

‘I guess I'll stay on the job until 
the Lord takes me.’ he said as he 
looked up from a flat tire on his 
tractor. ‘‘A man’s got to have some- 
thing to do.” 

His eyes see well enough for him 
to have qualified last month for a 
few driver's license. And except for 
$ome blotches of skin cancer on his 
face and a touch of gout. his general 
health needs only semiannual atten- 
tion 

“Work is what has kept me alive 
and out of hospitals.’ he nods. 
“That and no alcohol or tobacco. I 
have yet to drink my first beer.” 


He does admit to one ‘‘vice.”” Ev- 
ery noon when he drives over to the 
Chino Seniors Center for his main 
meal. He and his 20 to 30 cronies, 
who qualify by being at least 70, 
drink some coffee. 


Sholander retired 31 years ago as 
a machine shop teacher at Chino 
High School. He has lived in Chino 
since his parents moved there from 
Des Moines, Iowa, in 1891. Except 
for one trip to Grand Island, Neb., 
he has been in Chino for the past 90 
years. 

Sholander, a quiet, determined 
man with a slight bend in his lanky 
trame, is reluctant to talk about the 
past because ‘‘nobody is really in- 
terested in that.’’ But he recalls that 
his parents brought him to Chino in 
a mule cart to join a growing Swed- 
ish colony here, and that his father 
carried him in his arms from the 
Euclid Avenue stop to Edison and 
Central avenues where his grand- 
father’s farm was located 


‘‘T guess I've seen a lot of changes 
in my time.’ he shrugs. ‘‘When I 
was boy, there were no automobiles, 
no television sets, and for sure, no 
computers. 


“When we went to Los Angeles, it 
was a real occasion. We'd park our 
cart at El Monte and stay there 
overnight. It took the better part of 
the week to make the round trip to 
the big city. Now it can be done inan 
hour and a half.” 


Sholander attended Chino High 
School and then got a job doing 
maintenance work in a sugarheet 
plant. But his ability to fix machines 
caught the attention of Frank D. 
Aid, then superintendent of the 
Chino School District. Aid encour- 
aged the young man to take the 
state-sponsored training for a teach- 
ing job. 


‘‘In those days you didn't have to 
have all those academic require- 
ments,’’ he said. ‘‘I got my knowl- 
edge right on the job.” 

One of his first projects with the 
district was to build some larger 
buses. Those available were too 
small. Sholander made his own 
drawings and designs and built six 
buses to transport students. 

For 27 years, he taught students in 
Chino how to handle tools and work 
with their hands. When he finally re- 
tired in 1950, he was asked by direc- 
tors of the San Bernardino County 
Junior Fair Association to accept a 
part-time job as maintenance man 
for the grounds. 


“The pay was $25 a month,”’ he 
laughed. ‘‘I never gct or asked for a 
raise. I guess I like what I’m doing.” 


The years between 40 and 60 are 
the ones Sholander recalls most 
fondly. He had married his wife, the 
former Etta Armstrong, when he 
was 38. Together they built a life on 
a 20-acre walnut farm on the outs- 
kirts of town. They had a son, Ro- 
bert, who now is a bank manager in 
Santa Cruz. Mrs. Sholander died two 
years ago. 

‘There has been a lot of progress 
in the last 30 years,” he agreed. “I 
watched people go to the moon, 
planes now take you to the other side 
of the world in less than a day, and 
you push a button and you record ev- 
ery word I'm saying. But at the 
same time, I never used to have to 
lock my doors. People used to be a 
lot warmer and friendlier back in 
the 1930s and *40s."’ 


But Sholander wants to keep 
working because ‘‘that’s what keeps 
the mind going. You have to be in- 
terested in something, and this is 
good exercise.” 


Although he leaves the 
fairgrounds before noon, he often 
takes something home to fix. Then 
when evening comes, he turns on 
television to watch Lawrence Welk, 
‘Animal Kingdom,” ‘‘Little House 
on the Prairie,’ some comedies and 
some movies. 

The oldest continuing resident of 
Chino, Sholander has been an active 
member of the local Lions Club for 
longer than he can remember. 


His friend, City Councilman Ben 
Burrell. who has known him for 
more than 25 years, says Sholander 
has been an invaluable asset to 
fairgrounds’ operation. 


‘‘Without his contribution to the 
upkeep of the grounds, the premises 
could not survived the years,”’ he ex- 
plained. ‘‘Every member of the 
board of directors is fully employed 
elsewhere. We couldn't have done 
itz |; 

Sholander seems almost impa- 
tient to end the interview. Too much 
time has gone by. The tire on the 
tractor has a flat and he has to re- 
pair it and put it back. Then there is 
the gate to mend and a light to fix.

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Home Furnishings 
Bureau deflates 
overstuffed claims

The state Bureau of 

Home Furnishings has 
dissected a new sofa only to 
find that the stuffing 
consisted of the contents of 
a trash bin, including dead 
insects and rodents and 
garbage. 

Its technicians have taken 
the handsome outer 
covering off a ‘‘new”’ 
mattress and found a 
ragged, stained, broken- 
down mattress underneath. 

They have unstitched 
sleeping bags labeled ‘‘100 
percent polyester fiber fill” 
to discover in reality waste 
products from textile and 
carpet manufacturers used 
as fill. 

These are the exceptions 
of course, but such bad 
products occasionally turn 
up during routine checks by 
the bureau. 

What is more common, 
however, is to open up a 
“400 percent’? goose down 
pillow and find chicken 
feathers which sell for $3 a 
potind as opposed to goose 
down at $40 a pound. 

Or to measure a king-size 
bed sheet and find it barely 
stretches over a queen-size 
mattress. 

Fhe Bureau of Home 
Furnishings is charged with 
protecting the health and 
safety of Californians in 
bedding materials and 
upholstered furniture. 

In a multimillion - dollar 
Sacramento facility tests 
are carried on daily. In the 
labs: 

A posterior-shaped 
mattress pounder beats up 
new mattresses collected 
randomly from 
manufacturers or, if the 
manufacturers are out-of- 
state, from retailers. Do 
these mattresses meet the 
strength standards? 

Materials are placed in a 
sunlight machine to see how 
quickly they fade, and in a 
rain-making machine to see 
how they hold up in bad 
weather. Washing 
insttuctions are followed to 
see if the garment is 
properly labeled. 

Sleeping bags, pillows, 
comforters and the like are 
checked and material 
tested to see if it really is 
moth-proof, water 
repellent, oil retardent, 
bacteria resistant, mildew- 
proof or whatever else it is

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Breast cancer risk analysis refined

SAN FRANCISCO — Many 
women whose families have a 
history of breast cancer may worry 
unnecessarily about their own risks 
of getting the disease, a Univefsity 
of California, San Francisco 
geneticists says. 

Recent refinements in breast 
cancer risk analysis show that the 
risk to women with a family 
background of the disease can vary 
dramatically, says Patricia T 
Kelly, research geneticist in the 
Department of Epidemiology and 
International Health at UCSF. Kelly 
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reported the recent findings in an 
article in the March issue of the 
“Archives of Surgery.” 

Generally, women whose 
mothers, sisters or grandmothers 
have had breast Cancer are 
considered to be at higher risk of 
getting the disease than women in 
whose families there is no history of 
the affliction. 

But recent research reveals that 
some of these women may have no 
greater risk than the averge woman, 
Keily writes. 

The risk varies according to the 
age at which close relatives 
contracted cancer, whether they 
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had the disease in one or both 
breasts and whether the breast 
occurred in some or more 
generaions. ‘‘We are realizing that 
breast cancer is a very 
heterogenous disease,” Kelly says.” 

The new, more exact information 
is important for both physicians and 
patients because an assumption of 
high risk may prompt medical 
decisions and treatments that are 
unwarranted, Kelly says. 

‘‘Women worry more about breast 
cancer than any other disease,” she 
reports. Sometimes the anxiety is so 
great among women with a strong 
family history of the disease that 
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they elect to have prophylactic 
mastectomy — removal of healthy 
breasts — to avert the possibility of 
cancer striking. 

The refined risk analysis 
information can allay unwarranted 
fears among women whose risks are 
no greater than average Kelly says. 

Conversely, when analysis 
indicates a strong risk, women and 
their physicians can begin a 
program of surveillance so that 
cancer can be detected at its 
earliest and most treatable stage. 

Even in families with similar 
appearing histories, there are 
differences, she says. 
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For example, risk analysis shows 
that a young woman has about a 50- 
50 risk of developing breast cancer 
during her lifetime if two close 
relatives in one generation — a 
mother and an aunt, for instance — 
have suffered cancer in both breasts 
before menopause. But if these 
relatives contracted the disease 
after menopause, the woman's 
lifetime risk is only about 7 percent, 
an average lifetime risk for women. 

When breast cancer occurs in two 
generations in a family, the risk 
changes somewhat. A woman whose 
mother and grandmother have 
suffered bilateral breast cancer

before menopause has a 50 percent 
lifetime risk of the disease but that 
risk drops to 16 percent if the cancer 
in her mother and grandmother 
affected only one breast and 
occurred after menopause. 

Kelly has developed a risk 
assessment and genetic counseling 
program at UCSF that was 
established with the support and 
assistance of Nicholas L. Petrakis, 
chairman of epidemiology and 
international health, and Thomas K. 
Hunt, professor of surgery. 

The counseling program offers 
fee- for- service risk assessment to 
women who are worried about 
getting breast cancer. For 
information and appointments, call

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_ Lead-soldered food cans 
may be health hazard

Caltech scientists are calling for 
elimination of lead - soldered cans 
after finding that tuna packed in 
them has 1,000 times the lead con- 
tent of fresh tuna. 

In an article in the journal 
Science, researchers Dorothy Settle 
and Clair C. Patterson wrote, 
‘Regulatory agencies must unders- 
tand that an unrecognized form of 
lead poisoning may be affecting 
most Americans and a major por- 
tion of the world’s population.” 

In a telephone interview, the two 
researchers said the health conse- 
quences of this are unknown 
because their finding destroys the 
foundation upon which the classical 
definition of lead poisoning is based. 

Settle and Patterson are both 
geochemists who are considered 
authorities in the field of lead pollu- 
tion research. For more than a 
decade they have analyzed lead 
levels in a variety of materials 
worldwide, from living plants to an- 
cient arctic ice. 

Patterson said their recommenda- 
tion to consumers is, ‘‘Don't buy any 
foods in lead - soldered cans. 

‘Dorothy and I and our families 
threw out all our lead - soldered 
cans years ago when we started this 
research,’ Patterson said. He said 
consumers can easily detect the 
messy grayish smears on the seam 
of a soldered can and distinguish it 
from a seamless molded can 

‘Most food products are available 
in some brand in glass, aluminum, 
plastic or molded, non-soldered 
cans,’’ Settle said. ‘‘Tomato paste 
and sauce are the only products I 
haven't been able to find in non- 
soldered containers. ° 

Patterson said eliminating foods 
in lead - soldered cans would halve 
the average American's lead intake, 
even though most of us eat only one- 
fifth of our food from such cans 


But Dorothy and | believe we are 
in bad shape (in terms of lead con- 
tent in our bodies)’ he said. ‘‘The 
typical lead levels in adults today 
are 500 times higher than those 
found in prehistoric time.’ 

These levels are determined by 
such procedures as measuring the 
lead content in prehistoric bonds 

In their article they reported that 
tuna packed in lead - soldered cans 
contains 10,000 times the concentra- 
tion found in tuna in the prein- 
dustrial age 


The 10,000 - fold lead pollution 
factor for tuna packed in lead - 
soldered cans is largely ignored by 
the FDA (Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration), the EPA (En- 
vironmental Protection Agency), 
the NBS (National Bureau of Stan- 
dards) and Ralph Nader's Public 
Citizen's Health Research Group

Q. A friend of mine tells 
me there is a big difference 
between the insulating 
properties of single and 
double-strength glass. He 
says that double-strength 
glass is far more efficient in 
stopping heat loss 

I find this hard to believe, 
since we have double- 
strength glass in all our 
windows and they seem to 
admit lot of cold during the 
winter. Is he right? — 
A.M.1 

A. The resistance of a 
pane of glass to the passage 
of heat is due not so much to 
the glass itself as to the air 
film on both sides. There is 
almost no difference in heat 
transmission between 
single- and double- strength 
glass. Scientists have 
measured the surface 
temperatures on each side 
of a pane of glass while 
rising the air temperature 
on one side to 100 degrees 
above that of the other. 
With this 100-degree 
variation, there was only a 
two-degree difference 
between the actual 
temperature on the two 
surfaces. 

Because of its sectional 
density, glass is not 
generally regatded as an 
insulating material. 
Perhaps your friend is 
confused with doublepane 
windows, often referred to 
as storm windows. There is 
a big insulating difference

this knowledge within their present 
aims and obligations,’’ the scientists 
wrote. 

Measurement techniques are the 
basis for the entire discrepancy 
between the Caltech results and 
currently accepted standard for 
natural or baseline lead levels with 
which food and body levels are com- 
pared. 

The Caltech researchers said lead 
analyses from most other 
laboratories are in serious error 
because industrial lead pollution is 
so pervasive that the laboratories 
themselves are contaminated. 

Their own studies were carried 
out in lead - free, ultra - clean labs 
with the most accurate analytical 
techniques available for lead 
measurements, they said. Most 
other labs do not use this combina- 
tion of techniques because they are 
cumbersome, expensive and the 
data output is small, the 
researchers said. 

“This situation reached a climax 
in 1978, when we found that the 
National Marine Fisheries Service 
Laboratory in Marland had made a 
serious mistake in analyzing lead in 
tuna muscle while studying lead in 
seafoods on behalf of the FDA,” 
they wrote. 

The lab reported a value for lead 
in fresh tuna that was ‘‘erroneously 
high by a factor of 1,000, and this 
report reinforced the erroneous 
belief, held by the FDA and harmful 
to the public, that cans soldered 
with lead elevate lead levels in foods 
only a few times above so-called 
normal levels.”’ 

The two said the FDA disregarded 
their discovery. published six years 
ago, that lead concentrations in 
fresh tuna were many times lower 
than levels commonly thought to be 
present in fish. 

In that earlier study they found 
that ‘‘albacore muscle fresh from 
the sea contains the smallest con- 
centration of lead yet measured in 
any biological tissue.” 

The researchers said this relative- 
ly low level of lead contamination in 
fresh fish ‘makes it possible to 
determine the effects of additional 
lead contamination from food 
processing operations.” 

Because of major errors in past 
lead analyses, they said, ‘‘Clearly 
the regulatory agencies lack the 
ability to correctly monitor the ex- 
tent of lead pollution.” 

Incorrect reference standards for 
natural lead levels, they said, have 
led EPA and FDA to set maximum 
permissible limits of lead in food, 
water and air that are 500-to 40,000 
times higher than the natural lead 
concentrations that are estimated to 
have occurred in these substances in 
preindustrial times. 

They also said the average intake 
of lead by Americans is hundreds of 
times above natural human intakes

They noted that commercial dry- 
ing and pulverizing of tuna in a food 
factory can increase lead con- 
tamination.

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*& Two teen-agers recall ‘hell’ of parental beatings

SAN DIEGO — By the 
time Linda had graduated 
to the sixth grade, she had 
the art of being clumsy 
down to a science. It was a 
matter of survival. 

““It was my way of 
explaining my cuts and 
bruises,”’ the 17 - year - old 
high school senior said. ‘I 
don't remember feeling 
angry when I was 
physically hurt. I only 
remember trying to make 
people think that ‘stupid 
Linda’ had gone and tripped 
ahd creamed herself 
again;”’ 

Linda agreed to talk 
about what she had been 
through as a child and how, 
looking back, she feels 
people around her could 
have recognized what was 
going on and pethaps have 
intervened somehow. 

It was Linda’s mother 
who inflicted the cuts and 
bruises. But Linda says she 
doesn't hate her mother, 
she said she feels only pity. 

“It’s hard for me to tell 
you exactly what I felt after 
a beating because I don’t 
really know myself,” she 
said. 

“IT know how I think I felt, 
but that’s looking back with 
the benefit of a lot of 
counseling. 

‘'} remember being afraid 
of my mother, but, God, 
how I wanted her approval. 
She was important to me. 
But the harder I'd try to be 
what she wanted me to be, 
the more things didn't work 
out. So I became the ‘brat’ 
she.thought I was anyway. 

Behavior which almost 
always ended with slaps, 
blows and eventually a 
leather belt. 

Linda is undergoing 
counseling to work out her 
hostility toward her father 
and one grandmother who 
has lived near the family 
ever since Linda can 
remember. 

“They saw what was 
happening. My father would 
just ignore all the beatings 
afid pretend it wasn't 
happening.’’ Linda said. 
“Then he would tell me to 


‘mind your mother next 
time, and this wouldn't be 
necessary.’ My 
grandmother would just 
find an excuse to go home. 

“T had a friend who lived 
a few blocks away, and I 
would sneak off after a 
beating and hide out there 
for a few hours while my 
mom cooled down,”’ Linda 
said. ‘She saw the marks. 
So did her mother. After a 
while she stopped being my 
friend. Her mother wanted 
her to find a new friend. She 
knew why and so did I.” 

Linda said that a few of 
her teachers talked with her 
about what was going on at 
home but that it never went 
anywhere after these talks. 

“Once a teacher called 
and talked to my mom 
about some bruises, but my 
mom explained them away. 
She said that I was always 
fighting with my brother or 
tripping over something,” 
Linda said. 

“I'll take responsibility 
for myself now, but there 
was no way for me to find a 
way out when I was just a 
kid. Somebody should have 
done something more than 
just call my mom. I caught 
hell after that 
conversation.” 

Linda isn’t sure even now 
what that ‘‘something”’ 
should have been. 

‘‘T remember being afraid 
that if I told somebody at 
school what was really 
happening. the police would 
come and take my mom to 
jail,’ she said. ‘‘I didn’t 
want that. But even more 
than that, I was afraid of 
what my mom would do to 
me after the police got 
through with her.” 

This story is one that 
Rick, 17, can understand. 
He shakes his head and 
offers only one comment: 
“Yeah, but did your father 
ever burn your butt with a 
cigarette?” 

During Rick's childhood 
and adolescence, his father 
beat his son with a leather 
belt, burned his buttocks 
with cigarrettes and sent 
Rick to the emergency 
room on several occasions 
with dislocated shoulder

“I know that when I get 
angry my first reaction is to 
reach out and clobber the 
person who has made me 
angry,”’ he said. ‘‘So I guess 
I have to understand how 
my father reacted when I 
made him angry.”

Federal Home Loan Bank Chairman Jay 
Janis has proposed a new tax-free savings 
account designed to provide low-cost 
home mortgage funds. 

“T wouldn’t be saying these things if I 
did not believe that housing is in trouble,” 
Janis said. 

Under the plan, which Janis said could 
be considered and approved by Congress 
in the next session, savings and loan 
associations could offer a three- to five- 
year savings certificate that would carry 
an) under-the-market interest rate, but 
would be exempt from all federal taxes. 

That money, which Janis said could 
total $25 billion the first year, would have 
to be earmarked by the associations and 
loaned out at lower-than-usual rates. 

Janis predicted that nearly half of the 
money flowing into these accounts would 
be funds new to the savings associations. 

The catch in this plan is that the federal 
government would lose $500 million in tax- 
es, according to Janis’ forecast. 

To overcome Treasury opposition to the 
plan, Janis proposed that home sellers im- 
mediately pay capital gains tax on 20 per- 
cent of the home’s appreciated value, and 
not wait the allowed 18 months to declare 
those gains or reinvest them. Janis said 
this method could make up the loss to the 
Treasury. 

In one example, Janis said, if the 
prevailing rate for savings certificates 
was 12 percent, the tax-free deposit would 
carry a rate of about 9 percent. 

The lendable funds would be limited to 
low- and moderate-income families.

The government also is considering a 
plan similar to those now used in Ger- 
many, where potential home buyers could 
have a tax-free savings account if the 
money is dedicated to a down payment on 
a home. 

Major changes to the savings and 
capital formation process are required, 
Janis said, because of a number of fun- 
damental changes that have occurred dur- 
ing the last few years that led the savings 
and housing industries to the crisis situa- 
tion they now face. 

Among these ‘‘relatively new 
phenomena” plaguing the industries Janis 
said, are inflation, increased competition 
for savings and investment dollars by in- 
dustry in the midst of retooling for the 
future, gearing up for expanded energy 
development, increased government 
borrowing, partial deregulation of savings 
institutions that have raised the cost of 
funds on deposit, and the Federal Reserve 
System’s policy of fighting inflation 
through control of the money supply which 
leads to volatile swings in interest rates. 

He also said real estate prices will most 
likely continue to rise. ‘‘There is a tremen- 
dous pent-up demand for housing.”
